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ProfoBBor Blaokie o& Sa&day Obser- 

Ifcsaid tbat as hta address was certain 
to be attacked by some wise men and 
Iialf a dozen fools, he had thought it 
well to writs down the tliree proposi- 
tions he meant to prove. They wore 
lis follow : — 1. Though the obser- 
vfiiico of certain recurrent periods of 
rent in this working world is natural 
mill benodcial, the observance of one 
day in s^ven for this purpose is ,of 
Jewisii and not of Christian obligation, 
and ciui in uo sense ho regarded as a 
tlivinoly npjiointQd ordiiianco belonging 
e.ssenuiilly lo the framework of (."hris- 
tifiuity. -. The Lord's Day is an 
observance of tho nature of a religioHs 
festival, resting on natural propriety, 
apostolic authority. iJnd oarly Christian 
practice ; and for these reasons oblip^a- 
tory on all professing Christians 3. As 
a religious festival, tho direct demands 
of the Lord's Day are satisfied by tlio 
practice of religious worship and 
meditation ; indirectly and as conducive 
lo the religious end, abstinence from all 
unnecessary work is enjoined on this 
day; not, however, by divine institution, 
but from the nature of the case, first 
by ecclesiastical, then by civilauthority ; 
but innocent recreation on this day is 
not forbiddefa.by any law, human or 
divine. Now.he said, let them try their 
tusks upon that. (Laughter.) He then 
proceeded, in an elaborate argument, 
relieved by occasional characteristic 
anecdotes and digressions, in which lie 
attacked the orthodox theologians and 
tlic materialistic philosophers indis- 
criminately, to show that the Sabbath 
was essentially a Jewish institution ; that 
it rested on statutory and not on moral 
law ; that it was repudiated by tho 
Apostle Paul, and disowned for 3C0 
years by tlie Christian fathers, as 
simply a part of tho Mosaic law. 
With regard to tho Lord's Day, tho 
early Christians met together for wor- 
ship on that day, but they did not ab- 
stain from work. It was only when 
the Roman Empiro became Christian 
that an enactment sinailar to tiiat with 
regard to tho Jewish Sabbath, but not 
the Jewish Sabbith, was made. In 
order that the people might devote 
themselves to the worship of the Sup- 
reme Being it was necessary that work 
should be stopped for a part at least of 
the day. But there was another rea- 
son. By the introduction of Christian- 
ity tho old feast days and holidays con- 
nected with idol worsliij) liad been 
aljolished, and It was necessary to give 
this holiday once a week to compensate 
for the great number of holidays enjoy- 
ed under the old Jewish and Roman 
religions. With regard to the obser- 
vance of a day of rest, he was one of 
those who believed that nature came 
from God, and that all tho laws of 
nature were laws of God, and that the 
moment a law of nature was known it 
was our duty to submit to it absolute- 
ly. Now, he held that tho observance 
of davs of rest had the Divine sanction, 
and ho observed this day in particular, 
because it was most convenient for the 
worship of God and also for the re- 
creation of the body ; but that there 
was any divine sanction for it as a 
Christian institution any more than for 
keeping his feet warm and iii.s liead 
cool was nonsense. Nature required no 
revelation ; it asserted its own law — it 
was absolute, imperative, unpitying. 
They must keep a Sabbath — a day of 
rest — or they would pay for it body 
and soul. In concluding, the learned 
Professor read tho foUowingrules which 
he had drawn up under the heading 
' How to spend Sunday ': — (1.) In all 
Christian countries a conHidorable part 
of the Lord's Day ought to be devoted 
to religious exercises, leligioua worship 
in tho Church, and religious training 
in the family. (2.) Advantage will 
wisely, be taken of the general 
tone and temper of this religious festi- 
val in a religion so essentially moral as 
Christianity to apply part of this day 
for the purpose of moral self-review ; 
that is to say, on Sundays a man might 
make a serious survey, retrospective 
and prospective, of the part which he is 
playing in tho great drama of life, and 
specially endeavour to repent heartily 
of the faults and follies of the past 
week, and firmly resolre to do better 
for the week to come. I think it an 
excellent plan also to map out on Bun- 
day evening the general course of action 
for tho following week, and resolve 
emphatically tbat the week shall not 
run its course at random without some 
well-marked point of progress being re- 
gistered. (3.) Next to the study of 
the Bible in a more broad, continuous, 
and intellectual fashion than is neces- 
sary for purposes of ilevotion, the best 
sort of teaching for Sunday unquestion- 
ably is biography — biographies, of 
course, of great, noble, generous, and 
gonial men who have devoted their 
firea to the service of humanity and tb« 



progress of society. Along with 
this, of course, all jioetry and 
philosophy might be profitably read 
which tends to purify the passions and 
to elevate the [jhuform of human life, 
as tho works of .I'lschylus, Philo, 
Marcus Antonius, Kiiirtetus, Dante, 
MiltOQ, Wordsworth, Tennyson, ami 
hosts of others. ( I) The rest and re- 
pose which tho practice of Christian 
countries enjoins on the Lord's-day, 
proceeding :\3 it does partly from the 
necessities of religious service, partly 
from the demands of our physical con- 
atitulion^'impHes mainly a cessation 
from all work, or, generally, the daily 
business of each man's life, and this 
not only in outward act but in inward 
thougiit, not only the remission of sho[) 
attendance and professional work, l>ul 
as much as possible the disuiis.sal of 
shop discourse from the tongue. A 
wise man ought to look on every .Sun 
day as a golden day of liberation from 
the sorrowing intluence and cram])iiig 
supremacy of uninterrupted profession 
al work. Cf course, there are certain 
ministrations which society requires, 
which must be performed on Sunday 
as well as Saturday ;but the more tliose 
ministrations can be curtailed ou the 
day of rest the better. Kspeoially nmst 
it be borne in miml that .Sunday is the 
poor man's day, and tiie working man's 
day, and all employers of labour ought 
to make it a point of conscience to re 
duce to a minimum the hours of labour 
exacted on that day from the sous of 
toil. (5.) This consideration, of 
course, applies also to tho reei-eatinn 
whicli is allowable and protitalile on 
the Sunday, as clistiiii^uisheil from the 
week-day amusements. recrent ioi\s 

and aumsements ought to iie avoideil 
that tend to rob the working classes of 
that rest whicii their bodily frame re- 
quires, and that leisure which is nccos 
sary for a jiarticipation in acts of re- 
ligious service. Large dinnsr parlies, 
for instance, ought specially to be es- 
chewed ; but innocent games — such 
as cricket, croquet, lawn tennis, cards, 
billiards, backgammon, or rhess — 
should be free to all who care for them. 
(Hisses and apjilausp.) To working 
men of an active mind and an intel- 
lectual turn the pursuit of scieniilic 
studies in the hours not necessarily 
given to religious exercise nniy often be 
the best recreation, for the works of 
God areas plainly as worthy of study 
as the Word of God ; and vast numbers 
of persons who have no opportunity of 
studying science on the week d.iys 
should not be deprived of the opport- 
unity which the .Sunday's rest uU'onls 
for this valuable increment to their 
human culture. (Loud applause.) In 
conHection with this, of course, it i.i 
needless to mention that all public 
museums of science and ai l, botaiii<' 
gardens, and other liekls of iutellectual 
recreation, should be oj)en to theiiublic 
on Sunday for a certain limited time. 
(His.ses and applau.^e.) To grudge any 
slight amount of oa-sy ministral attend- 
ance which this might necessitate on | 
the part of the keepers and olVicers uf 
such storehouses of scientilHc matoral, 
implies a painful scrupulosity of obscr 
vance more allied to the Jewish 
Pharisaism so rcprclieiided by our 
Saviour than to the ratioinil Chris- 
tianity which would have approved it- 
self to the great practical intellect of St 
Paul. (Loud applause.)

Jlenco the 
organ was found ynsterday craving per- 
mission to retire from the controversy in 
which he has succeeded in exposing his 
own weakness and untruthfulneas. He 
snvs ho wishes to retire because he 
thinks that he detects in the discussion 
an attempt to ''entrap" bim. Into 
what? Telling the truth? That 
would be an impossibility. Our objoct 
is not to entrap but to ('.c/jivv, ami wo 
think we have attained our olijcct. Not 
only does he stand before tl. ■ counrry 
as having untruthfully claiuied the' 
largest circulation of any newspapi'r in 
the province, bat he has been convicted 
of having the smallest. One is lost in 
amazement at the audacious pit^ten- 
eions of the organ at a linio when his 
routes are so worthless that his city 
carriers are throwing tliein up because 
they cannot "make .salt" out of the de- 
livery of the paper. It is unfortunnie 
for him that his claim to incncisiiii,' 
prosperity follows immediately upon 
the heels of the uotorious and dis 
graceful fact that at the last se.s.sion of 
the legislature the hat was j)assed round 
among the members to help the Stand- 
ard defray the expense of reportii.g 
the pj"oceeding.s. Upon the authority 
of an honorable member who tossed a 
few dimes into the hat to aid this (ac- 
cording to his own evidence ycsn-rday) 
sturdy and well-to-do nioudicaiit, we 
make this stalomont. Just fancy the 
Standard entering the House hat in 
band, and as ho passes before each 
member singing in a plaintive troble, 
"Pity, kind guitlemen, friends of hu- 
manity;" varying it with a verse or two 
from the more modern song of ".Shabby 
Genteel," and a few bars from the "Beg- 
gar's Opera."

John CiouiLji; li;inistoii swurn :i.iul u\- 
aiiiinod liy Mr. Drako — Was at the en- 
iiuiry bcfiiro Mr. Peck on the Thrasla-r 
case; lio appeared there as counsel for the 
Ktta White. 

Mr. T. Davio objected to Mr. Barn- 
atun's evideiice on the plea that Jagera' 
deposition was not in evidence. Object- 
ion over-ruled. Mr. Davio would preRs 
iiis objection at another time, 

Xt the time the deposition of Mr. 
.lagens wa.s takcMi he (tho witnoaa) object- 
ed to the uvidencc;. Mr. Pock insisted 
that ""the .evidence wa.s correctly taken 
down;' Mr. Jagera did not particularly 
object to ihr duposition, but said it wiiH 
not riL;htly taken down. 

Cro.ss examined Was instructed tu 
waive tho objection, witness tlioui^ht, by 
Capt. Smith of tho Etta White. 

Capt. W. R. Clarke sworn- — Held a mas- 
ter's certificate as a master mariner; had 
been about 'M years engaged in these wa- 
ters and knew them pretty well; was ac- 
(juaintcd with the locality where tlio 
Thraaher lies; hoandMr. Baker ascertain- 
i)d tho positions of tho Gabriola reef and 
beacon; tlie onlar[;ment of tho locality j 
produced wa.s a correct representation of 
thoso positions; never knowof the rock on 
which the 'i'hra.slior lies; liad never seen it; 
;i mIiuiil; cniront would cause tho ves.iels 
lo sag to starboard or drift to looward 
while their compasses would indicate a 
correct course; it would bo the duty of the 
captain or pilot to watch this sag, and 
steor east northeast to counteract it; a 
current of four miles an hour would carry 
vessels two miles to leeward at the same 
time; as master of .such a large vesscd ho 
would not leave tho deck but attend to 
the business on hand; ho would not go to 
bed williout laying down his course; it 
was Capt. Bosworth's duty to have taken 
a pilot and not have jeopardized 8100,000 
worth of other people's property ; tho busi- 
ness of tho tugs was to tow tho vessels 
under the directions of the master cf the 
vessel or a pilot; Capt. Urquhart is a safe 
pilot; his local knowledge is very exten- 
sivo for the time he has been in these 
waters; witness had never gone close in 
to the Thrasher rock, but it wa.-? pretty 
safe to do so; about eleven fathoms of 
water is marked on tho chart where the 
Thraahor lies; if a pilot is on board ho 
gives orders to cast oil'; tho captain is al- 
ways a pilot and his responsibility never 
ceases; anchored in seven fathoms of 
water in tho channel between tho Thrash- 
er rock and the beacon when lie and Mr. 
Baker ■were up there. 

Cross-examined by Mr. T. Davie — Was 
not aware tliat there wore channels among 
the rocks; did nut go to tlnd a special 
channel; the sailing directions say that 
broken ground exists around the clu.sler 
of rocks; had alwaj's gone clear of th(jso 
rocks by following the s;ii!iug directions; 
was a sailor as well as master mariner; had 
not gone nearthoGabriola reef on H. M.S. 
Forward or in any other vessol; had tow- 
ed ships up and downj)ast the reefs; al- 
ways followed the sailing directions and if 
passing by night lie went well out into the 
middle of tho gulf; had experienced cur- 
rents in that locality. [A warm discus- 
sion ensued between the witness and the 
learned counsel for the plaintitl's in refer- 
ence to what ho would do under certain 
circumstances. Witness thought counsel's 
ideas of port and starboard were a little 
mixed.] He then described the motlieil 
of counteracting the inlluenco of currents, 
ifcc. ; Capt. Boswortli should have laid 
down his courao before starting; ho was 
rcBponsible and not the tugs. 

Be-examined — It would rciuire less 
than half a mile to get nut uf danger of 
the reef. 

Witness in answer to tho Cliiof .lustico j 
explained several point.s with reference 
to the course to be taken by vessels leav- 
ing Nanainio and passing Entrance Isl- 
and and tho efF»!Ct of steamers hanging on 
one quarter or tho other of tho tow; also 
with rpfcronco to the cfl'ect of currents; 
Mr. Baker was also again iiuestinned on 
those particulars. 

Capt. Falconer, sworn and examined 
by Mr. Pooley — Was master of the ship 
City of Quebec; had been 22 years at sea; 
would not attempt to take his vessol into 
strange waters witliout a pilot; would 
consider it his duty to knoiv whether the 
ship was keeping a good course; a inastrr's 
responsibility never ceasos while he is out 
of dock; would consider a master who 
wont to bed under such circumstanceH 
guilty of gross negligence; had known par- 
ties got another ship after losing a vessel 
in order to show tliat owners had con- 
fidence in him; would have a chart laid 
out in his cabin so as to see where ho 
was going. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Davie — A ques- 
tion here asked about nuosters getting an- 
other vessel after losing their own was ob- 
jected to. 

Capt. James (Jhristensen .sworn and ex- 
amined by Jlr. Drako— W,-is in charge of 
the steamer Beaver in .hily, 1880; when 
he took the Tlirasher's hawser on board 
at tho coal wharf tho captain said nothing 
about the course to be tsken; the Bea- 



ver's compass was cmt about a pf)iiit and 
a half on '111 east cour:-e ; laid his course 
to be goi,d east niagiu'tic from Kntrauce 
island; when lie left tlie \\lu'el the 1st 
oflicer took it; he is a coiniieteut man; 
Capt. Bosworth told the man at tho 
Thrasher's wheel not to steer after tho 
old Beaver but after the Ktta White; the 
otlcct of that would be to sot all the ves- 
sels toward the reef; did not know that 
there was a strong current till afterwards; 
did not get any orders from Ca[)t. Bos- 
worth after being told to go ahead; it was 
his duty as master of a tug to keep ahead 
of the tow and pay attention to any orders 
from the ship; was ni>t en deck wlicii the 
slii[) went asl-.nrr. 

To the I'hief .lusticc C'ouUl iicitlier 
break the ship's ha w.sor ni r piil her off 
tho rock. 

Croas-oxamined -Making alloisances for 
tho variation uf tho Beaver's compass 
when he loft the ileck the course was oa.st 
half-north. 

[Counsel here put in and lead the wit- 
ness' deposition before tlm icccivci i f 
wrecks at Nanaiino. | 

Witness held a pilot's ccrtilicate liui 
was not a Nanainio pilot now; did not 
know when the Boavor was swung to ti-st 
her compass: wfnild n^t alter his conr-' 
without getting in.-<t nu-t ii 'ii - from 
ship. 

Anotiier sharp discussion occurred be- 
tween tho Court and the counsel for the 
plaintiQ' on tho deposition of Capt. Cliris- 
tcnson being put in as evidence, it ap- 
pearing to the Court that putting in that 
deposition was something of nn imputation 
on tho credibility of the witness. 

Mr. Davie repudiated all itlea of cast- 
ing imputations on any of the witnesses. 

James Kaiii.-i.-iy . swurn aiui cxaininctl by 
Mr. I'ooUiy - Was a Kiili.sh Cohunhia 
pilot; had never seen the Thrasher rock 
before that vessel was .stranded; piloted 
the steamer Victoria out of Fra.scr river 
on the morning following; fn'.sh water was 
in all the passes and around liu; 'rhni.-^hcr ; 
witness here corroburatetl the evidence uf 
other witnesses with regard to tho duties 
of pilots and the method of oomuuinieat- 
ing with tugs from the tow.s. 

Croas-exaniined Took the Victoria 
within a cable and a half of the rock where 
the Thrasher lif>; considciMMl that a safe ! 
ciiurse would lie furlln i- nut at nii;h', | 
master nf \ ,'.-;so!s in ih.'sc w:iters with i 
pilots generally sec ull tliiil is going on. | 

Capt. J. D. \N'arren, swi in, cross-ex- 
amined by Mr. Drake Had been in com- | 
niand of the Beavor for throe years; hail 
never soon nor heard uf the Thrasher 
rock till that ship went on it; the rock | 
the schooner Experiment ueut on is GOD ] 
yards inside of where the Tlirashcr rock 
is; had been coasting in these \i lUei's fi.r !

llenry S. Mason, sworn, and ex- 
amined by Mr. Pooley — Wns a barrister of 
this court ; was on a commission in Oc- 
tober la.st to take a statement nf a man 
named Larsen who was at the wheel iif 
the Thrasher when she struck. 

iNIr. Davio objected to this evideiiru 
being taken and :isked that his oijjt!ctiun 
ho noted. Thi-i was dene ami the cNarui- 
nation proceeiled. 

W itness stated that l.arstMi s iidCaj.t. 
Boswau-tli told him not to sieer .after i lie 
Heaver for she could net steer; llio uiaii 
Lar.sen asked tlie cajitaiii if lie did iirit 
toll him tu steer after the f'^lta \Vlute; the 
captain did not say anything to this; 
several persons were present at the 
time. 

This closed the case for the tlefeiice. 

Mr. T. Davio then read a series of i(Ues 
tions that ho would ask the Court t.. put 
to tho jury: several directieiis were also 
submitted, t In lieing interriiiited liyllie 
Court ho said he hoped lie was le.t ilic- 
tating anything to thi! eonri. 

The Chief Justice - What elsi- ai e \ i u 
doing ( 

Mr. Drake submitted one question only 
for the jury. 

Tho Chief Justice remarked that ho 
would put a question to the jury as to tlie 
value of the ship and cargo uiitraiiiiiielled 
by any limitation of statute. 

AFTEiJNooN srni.Ni;. 

.Mr. Drake f-r the defence n uiarked 
tliat the case had -ecujie il ,i groat deal of 
time, but the defence had t" bring 
forward evidence tu prove that the rock 
upon which this unfortunate accident 
Iwppunod was not known. Several wit- 
nesses for the plainiitl" had stated that 
tho rock was known. 'I'hosi' witnesacs 
wore perfectly sincere in what they had 
stated, but other evidence had hecu ad- 
duced to prove that the r>'ck was an un- 
known one. Captain lit.swnrtli's c\idcnce 
was then reviewed iviih c •n.-,ideiaMe 
minuteness. fie iie\i;i- tonk tin- iruuble 
to ascertain his cnurse lint went blind af- i 
tor the tug:;. 'I'he ui:in L;ir.-ien stale.-, ihat ' 
Capt. Bosworth told hnn to steer not af- 
ter tho Beaver but the Etta White. Sov- 
oral witnesses hud been adduced by the 
plaintiffs. .\ majority of these witnesses 
did not know where the Thrasher lies. 
This evidence was next commented upon, 
particularly tluit i f Capt. Devoraux. This 
evidence the leanieil counsel remarked . 
dilTured in nnuiy respects. The pn.-,iih n [ 
of tho rock and the beaeun were then I 
described at length, and the cvi- | 
deuce of Mr. Baker, a Trinity li'oi.-,e |.ih.t ■ 
w;i3 referred to tosubstantiatu his |iosil n ui. 
Several of the witnesses on tiie sale ni llie | 
plaintiffs ho considered dul m.i know very | 
much about tho ruck in ouostiuii. De 
floction of compasses was then explained. 
Absolutely true compasses ho did not : 
think wore, in existence in these waters. 
The deflection of compasses was known 
and vessels pursued their courses accord- 
ingly. Tlie course taken by the tugs was 
a perfectly cerrect one, and had been 
proved. Hut the e:iiises nf the accident 
were perfectly well known .and niu.st be .-it- 
tnbuted to tho force of the current set- 
ting in from tho Fniser aiul the wrong 
steering of tho ship Thrasher. Had the 
Boaver pa.ssod along over the rock she 
must have touched it, whereas if the ship 
had followed the Beaver she must have 
passed in safety. Tho pilots that had 
been examined on the side of the de- 
fondants were perfectly familiar 
with tho waters in which they ivrn- jnli ts 
and as such were entitled to full e-uisidi r 
;ition; evidence if those pilots w;is then 
considered. That of C'a[it. Falennor and 
Caiit. Clark was eunclusive us to the 
gross negligence of Capt. BoHWorth. Hu 
had certainly abandoned his duty entirely. 
Tho captain had done nothing tliat 
he ought to have done, and ho had 
loft undone all that ho ought to have 
done on that occasion, and now lie comes 
into this Court as part owner and asked 
the jury to give him §80,000 damages. , 
The testimony of Young hu considered 
most extraordinary and could not be re- 
lied on. The learned connsid then con 
sidered 'other points in the case .such :is 
the cajitiiin not taking a pilot on board 
and being guilty of gross negligence 
His clicntsfwero not parties to tho action. 
Mr. Saunders was only the agent that had 
employed the Etta White to nsaist the ' 



Beaver in bringing down the ship. There 
was a broad distinction between the 

Moodyvillo Sawmill ('iuii]Kuiy and tho 
Towing Coinp.iny, .ainl this he wished tlio 
jury to boar particuhuly in \ iew. The 
conduct of tho counsel for plaintitl'in in- 
sinuating that the witness Madigan had 
induced a witness to change his evidence 
in Cross-examination was exceedingly rep- 
rehensible. In belialf of that 
witness he repudiated everything of tho 
sort. Another insiiiuati"ii was thrown 
out by his learned friend with referonco 
j to the London OuzftU. This was also en- 
j tirely uncalled for. It was absurd 
in the extreme to su;ip<ise that 
it had been concocted for the pur- 
j [Lise of this defence. He referred 
I to Mr. Baker beint^ employed l)y the de- 
fence for tho iHUiiose of helping tlio case. 
Uu was sure thoso insinu;itions would have 
no effect on tho minds of tho jury', but it 
! was his duty as a moinbor of this bar to 
' protest against thorn. Ho asked in con- 
! elusion wdicther the case for the defence 
■ |i;id iK.t lieen proved up to tho very hilt. 
' The case would be left in their hands with 
the full assur:iMcu that the pklntifl's case 
had not a leg to stand on. 
.Mr. I'ooloy.on behalf of the Towing Coui- 
|i;iny, referred particularly to tho fact of 
.Mr. Saunders stroni^ly advising Captain 
Ho.iwonh to take :i pilot for the numd 
i trip as he was a .stranger in tiieae waters. 
This was not denied in any way by tho 
other side. No trcsh contract had been 
made in Nanaiino as was proved by Capt. 
Bosworth's evidence. Mr. Rodgors' tes- 
timony was conclusive on this point. 
.Much stress wa.i put on the fact that 
('apt. i^oswortli's attempt at economy by 
sav 111'.,' some §;ili li;id 1)V so doing lost his 
vcssef and earg" worth .'^lOO.OUO. The 
cross-exaiiunat ion il .Mi. N'^uiig li:ul cor- 
roborated the ovidenco of Capt. Ohristen- 
siin wiion lu' stated that word came 
from tho sliip to go ahead. This was giv- 
en bv the ca[itain who therefore assumed 
the duty uf a pilot. Captain Falconer's 
evidence was also comnieutod on with re- 
gard to the duties of a ship master. Ho did 
not think he could make tho matter plain- 
er than had been done by tho ovidenco of 
Mr. Saunders given yesterday. He would 
now leave tho matter in the hands of tho 
jurv. 

Mr. T. Da\ le ill rei.lynii,', referred to 
the atluurablo w;iy m u Inch the Co unsel 
fur the defence had inaniiilied every cir- 
cuinstaiicc in their fa\.ir and iiunifuid all 
those that made against them. Ho ihon 
referred to tho teat imony of several cap- 
tains and pilots who had sworn that tho 
rock ujion which the Thrasher lies strand- 
ed was perfectly wull known. Cross 
negligence had beoii attributed to tho 
tugs and provud conclusively beyond 
doulit. Evidence of witnesses for tho de- 
fence was next eoinnieiiteil on partieu- 
l.o-ly ih.it (':ipl. W liite who went down 
lilt' I his ealou to <'oiiKull..n. chart just bo- 
fi re the vessel struck. The discrepancy 
betweeii|lhis evidouci' and that of Vouug s 
WHS also r.'ferred Ui to prove that no ha/.u 
or mist was on tho water or tho shore on 
the night tho ship w.aa wrecked. He con- 
tendecl that the tugs were responsible for 
the course and that it would have been 
usedess for C ipt. Bosworth to give any 
o''ders. Ho coukl do verylittlo else than 
retire on that occasion. Had he done so 
there wiiuUl havo lieeii cause fur com- 
plain!. He endeavored to save his ener- 
gies for the lime when thoy would be re- 
quired helou Race Kocks. Tho charge of 
^.'I'i 'ss neg]ii,'ence \\ as therefuro quite un- 
tenable. The learned counsel tJien cited 
authorities te b1io\v what the duties of 
tugs were, 'i'he tugs were bound to tow 
in a .safe and prudent course. Ho con- 
sidered that tliey liad not dnno so and 
that they were therefore responsible. Dis- 
t:uiee being miscalculated was commented 
on t I show that Captain Sniilh had not 
t:ikeu priiper precautions to ascertain his 
position. Devi.itioiia and errors of con - 
p:isses were also s]>okeii of as proof of 
negligence. 

The Chief Justice remarked that the 
compasses were reliable. 

Mr. Davie considered that the jury 
would know how to deal with that mat- 
ter. Ue contended that tho tugs had 
towed the ship into a questionable posi- 
linii in dangerous ground. Eight or ton 
witntssos had .said that the rock was a 
known one and part of (inbriola reef. 
These were all (•.'cperienceil men while the 
witnesses on the oiher side were more or 
less ine.'iperieiiced. The evidence of wit- 
nesses fur the plain! Ills and defendants 
wa.s .then contrastul with a view of shuw- 
ing that the wei'ght of testimony was lUi 
the side of the learned counsel i.n this 
questiou if unkii'.'wn mcks. Ho repudi- 
ateil the idea in the stri-ingosL terms of 
having made any i usiiiiKuions derogatory 
to the characters '-f .any of the \\'itiie5se8. 
Ho was only doiut; ins duty for his cli- 
ents as Mr. Bakor had done and 
had dune it most .satisfactorily fur 
his enipluyers. Neither hail he im- 
puted motives t" either of tho wit- 
nesses Madigan md UripKihart. Tho 
learnc'l cuimsel rem iikeil in stroiit,' terms 
on this queslion. Hut all this w;is foreign 
to the iiiattorat issue. Ho then referred 
to an atlcrupted imputation on Captain 
Bosworth by the counsel for the defence 
tlirniii^h C:ipt. Falconer, that he had ob- 
t. Lined iini.tlier lihip uiily till tliis suit was 
deuiilud. :ind ilea! as suon as this was done 
111' wuuld be disaiiKsed. Curruutsand 
cuiimes we]-o then is nil men ted on by the 
learned cminsel. \\'itn"sso3 for the de 
fence had told the jury that they had 
laken vessels through the inner channel, 
whieh was said in lie- -^a il iiig directions tu 
be dangerous. 'I'lmse men would, after 
this case was decided, if decided for tho 
defendants, would be still moro careless 
in the future. Ho ridiculed tho learned 
and technical terms made use of by Mr. 
Baker and Capt. Clarke. " Vancouver 
Pilut " was then quoted to show what tho 
course should be in passing fiabriola reef. 
The learned cuaiisel contended that tho 
defence had been so particular in trying 
to prove that tho rock was further out 
th.in tho roof to dr.iw ofT the attention of 
the ]iiryfruui the main issue. The notice to 
luaiiuers ii u'responding with tho notice 
ill tho LonduH <kt~>itiv was commented on 
to show that tho rock must have been 
known previously. Points of defense 
were then remarked upon one by one to 
show that the counsel for the defense had 
misconceived their duty and that the 
Moodyville Sawinille Co. wore responsible 
and action.ilile. The evidence on tho quo.s- 
tiuui as to whether the tow had followed 
the tug was vin-y cuntlii-ting. It li.ad been 
show n, however, I li:it the, ship .after ;,'0- 
ing aground was in 17 feet nf water, and 
that as the Heavier drew but 10 feet it 
w.as quite possible for her to go over the 
rock, that she could not have struck 
as had been asserted by Mr. Drako 
and that that assertion did not accord with 
facts. Discrepancies in the statement of 
facts for tho defense and the evidence 
wen; next pointed out. Tho enquiry 
into the cause of the wreck con- 
ducted at Xanainiu was then reviewed, 
lie cuiiteiided that if tlie ship had been 
I hn I'.vii olf several jjoints just before she 
struck that would not have saved her. 
The whole ef the cast; was based upon tho 
want of local knowledge displayed by tho 
masters of tho tugs. It appeared to tho 
learned counsel that tho case was perfect- 



ly saic in tho hands of the jury. He course taken by tugs and tow after pass 



:tpologi/ed fur the leiigtli of time he had 
occupied, and clu.,u,l witli ri-ferriai,' to tlie 
([uestiuii ut daiiia;;es which had been iiieii- 
tioned liy the learned counsel yesterday. 
The jury had to do their duty irrespoctivo 
of either parties to this" case. Tho ques- 
tion of dain.agos would bo discussed before 
his Lordship liereaftflr,^ . 

Tho Chief Justice roniarked that the 
jury were getting near the end of tho 
case. There were at least nine ipiestions 
that would be r;'ferred to thoin upon 
which tliey would have to say yes or no. 

His Lordship before proceeding further 
called Mr. Baker to clear up soino nauti- 
cal points which hail occurred toliim with 
respect to devi:ition in compasses. 

iMr. Baker stated tli.at when the e.\act 
devi;ition is known and a[ipliod the com- 
pass is magnetically correct and perfectly 
trustworthy. Coinpa.s.ses could bo tested 
in various ways and the usual methods 
were explained. 

His Lordship then reaumod his sum- 
ming up. The contract between the com- 
pany and the ship was to bo particularly 
considorod. Relative responsibility on 
tho port of the MilliiiL; Towing Cos. was 
explained. (Inc question for the jury 
was to ascertain uliether 'Mr. Saunders 
funned the inipro.ision that a pilot should 
have been taken back from Nanaimo. Wit- 
nesses dillored somewhat in this particu- 
lar. Mr. Saunders' recollection was that 
a pilot should bo employed coming down. 
Pilots wi-re then spoken of and tiioir 
duties. Tho masters of the tugs woro 
liable to lino if thoy undertook to do pi- 
lot's duties. The next question was tho 
magnetic course taken by tho tugs and 
the tow. Clear evidence on the [lart of 
master decided this. 'ITiey took a due 
cuurse ea:^l ur ,".11 eas! half imrlli c.uirse. 
Thec!b;ct of the current would m;ike agri'iit 
difference in their true course. .\ widl 
known law of mechanics was that with two 
forces oporatiiif; on a body it would not 
obey either of tlieiu but take a slanting 
one. The owners of the tugs were liable 
for not taking a correct course, they were 
liable for other circumstances such as 
cuiTcnts, fogs, Ac. In his opinion it was 
not the duty of tho masters ot the tow to 
ascertain his direction and distances and 
not tlu; masters of the tugs. The owners 
uf the ship and e:irL;o had :i rii^ht tu exm-i 
this .iituiilii'ii on the part of the captain. 
If til'' e;iplain of the luw fnuiul out that 
the eniirse was not kept iio sliould see 
that a change was made. All tho way 
from Entrance light Mr. Young said that 
thocourse eastbysouth wpuldhavo brought 
tho slii|) to the very edge of tho rock 
without tho influence of the current. Tho 
master of tho Thrasher, according to the 
astounding evidence of Mr. Young, saw 
the Vessel going into danger for an hour 
and then quietly goes to beil and allows 
his slii|i tn be stranded and lost. Tliat 
evideiici.
